turned from Paris, Bays that ho left that 
gentleman in the very best of health, 
and enjoying himself in n quiet way 
about tho capital. 
Mr. Blaino person- 


ally aasnred his friend that he never 
was hatter. 
TJefeinng to the probabili- 


ties for 1888, the ge.itlemau said, speak- 
ing for himself, that Mr. Blaine is not a 
candidate in the sense that he \vould ac- 
cept a nomination if ho had reason to 
believe any considerable number of his 
party opposed him, but he thinks that 
if the party in convention declares, with 
unanimity, that bo is the man, Blniue 
will accept the nomination. 


The interview thus] continue;: 
"I 


heard a story in London which I think 
is strictly correct. 
One evening Blaine 


was being entertainer! lit dinner by a 
distinguished Londoner, and tho con- 
versation turned on tbo relations of 
Great Britain and the United States. 
One of the members of Parliament who 
aat by Blaine. good-naturedly criticised 
Blaine for the form of QUO of his dis- 
patches to the English Govevurnont, 
when Blaine was Secretary of State. ' It 
seisms at the time,' said the Eagliuh 
statesman, 'that you were discourtenu i 
to England, when you said in your clib- 
patch that the United States expects 
Buoh and such things of Eiigl>ind.' 
Mr. 


Blaine turned to his critiu with the ut-

temporaries say there is no email-pox in 
Sierra Valley, the following; from ths 
Sac'amento Bee, proves to the contrary: 


That dreaded disease, small-pox, is 


beginning to make its appearance in 
different portions of the Stata. 
. Dr. Tyrrell, the Secretary of the State 
Board of Health, was informed by tele- 
graph to-day that there were four new 
cases of small-pox at Sierra City, mak- 
ing eight in all. 
There is also a doubt- 


ful case in the same town. la Sierra 
\alley there is a pure case of small-pox. 


Dr. Tyrrell has information that there 


are cases of small-pox in the counties of 
Marin, Solano and Alnmeda, bat ho is 
unable to obtain satisfactory informa- 
tion in regard to the disease iu Alameda 
county. 


Regartiit>g San Fiancisco, the State 


Board of Health is in receipt of no in- 
formation as to the condition of the dis- 
eate in that city, as the local Board of 
Health is guarding the small-pox thero. 


The State Board is preparing to take 


measures to prevent the disease from 
spreading southwest. An inspector will 
be stationed at TrueUeo to examine 
stage passengers coming from Sierra 
City.

BEET CUMIVAT1OM. 


The S. F. Call says: 
Mr. Glaus Sprockles has published a 


ciioular in which he states that he is 
building a beet-sugar factory at Watson- 
ville which will be in operation by next 
September. 
It will consume 350 tons 


of beets in t-vtenty-four hours, and its 
capacity will be doubled in 1889. 
He 


does cot actually say but be implies that 
he is ready to erect other factories in 
other parts of the State, provided, first, 
that ha is guaranteed that twenty-five 
hundred acres will be planted in beets 
every year for a definite number of 
years; secondly, that he is assured of an 
adequate supply of wood and lime; and 
thirdly, thuc tho localities aiein railroad 
comtuuuio .lion with San Fraiicieco. 


He gives a number of useful hints on 


beet cultivation 
Beets should be plant- 


ed in, rich sandy loatn and never 
manured. They should only be planted 
once in three years on the same soil; 
the other two years ths land should be 
devoted to raising grain. Beets should 
be planted in rows fourteen inches apart; 
the plants may be sis to eight inches 
distauca from each other acooiding to 
the quality of the soil. Btet seed is 
worth about 12 cents n pound. 
Mr. 


Spreckles has a lot of German beet sepd 
on the way and will send samples to 
those who apply for them. The factoi- 
ies for making beet sugar cost about 
§350,000 each. 


Mr. Spieclvles has no doubt of the 


success of his eipariment. The failure 
of the beeli sugar factories heretofore es- 
tablished in this State has been due to 
their imperfect machinery. With mod- 
ern improved machinery thero is no 
doubt that beet sugar can be made here 
as successfully as in Germany.
